It is, however, to be noted that corroboration by 
one side or claims of the other is largely negative. 

“The French advances from Verdun and Toul have been renewed,” is the 
German report of yesterday's fighting on the eastern end of the line and the 
communication of General Joffre of the French forces, agrees with it in the 
ttatement that his troops “have made slight progress” in that field. | 

At the other end of the 250-mile line the allies “are holding their own" is 
the report from the British headquarters and the Berlin announcement seems 
indirectly to admit this claim by announcing that the battles on this end have 
been indecisive.

Commentators show much skepticism of this report, although they con: 
tider the breaking of the German right would be only a natural result of the 
great turning movement, the present status of which is pictured in the French 
official announcement of yesterday This shows that the allies have pushed 
back the invaders in this region until the German right wing is virtually at 
rght angles with the rest of the line.

ever since the legislation was passed 
and who was a visitor to the city yes- 
terday, registered at the Selkirk hotel. 
Mr. Archibald, of course, visited the 
penitentiary while here, and then rode 
around the city with Warden Pons- 
ford. 

“There is but little uniformity of sen- 
tences as yet in the dominion” he said, 
“and ft is useless to advocate any 
change until our authorities who pro- 
nounce sentence will think and act In 
unison. We meet prisoners in our 
penitentiaries who have been given 
sentences ranging from two to seven 
and five to twenty years for the same 
offences, the only difference is found 
in the interpretation of the law in the 
various communities, 

“The working out of the parole sys- 
tem reveals that the major portion of 
those released have served from one- 
half to two-thirds of their sentences 
before the minister of Justice has piss- 
ed a favorable consideration, But the 
man who has a longer sentence im- 
posed generally serves the major por- 
tion of his term. 

“Serious difficulttes*are met with in 
the interpretations of the law where a 
maximum or minimum penalty is {m- 
posed, Some penologists on the other 
side of the line have sought relief from 
this problem by the adoption of the in- 
determinate sentence system, but it 1s 
still an open question whether this 
movement has anything better to offer 
to the judge or magistrate than the old 
maximum and minimum penalty.” 

The following are the statistics since 
the Inception of the act 15 years ago! 

Since its inception 6,640 prisoners 
were released on parole. Of this num- 
der 3,454 were from the penitentiaries, 
and the balance, 3,086, from the prisons, 
reformatories and jails. The number 
of paroled prisoners who have com- 
pleted their sentences at large is 5,418, 
and there are still 704 reporting. The 
number of forfeittures for subsequent 
convictions is 192 or 2.9 per cent, and 
the number of revocations for non- 
compliance with conditions of license 
is 226 or 8.5 per cent. 

“The correct criterion in summing 
up the effective work of the parole 
system must be taken from the entire 
figures.” said Mr. Archibald, as he 
handed out the figures, “These figuers 
reveal that 192 have committed  of- 
fences and were returned on subse- 
quent conviction and firfeited their 
license, also that 226 prisoners were not

According to the director of ihe United States mint, who prob- 
ably comes as near as anyone to knowing, the gold stocks of the 
world at the time of his 1912 reportamounted to $7,928,342,100, 
of which total Britain, France, Russia, Belgium, Servia, Germany and 
Austria were credited with having held $3,462, 100,000. Added to 
these the warring countries had money of other classes bringing’ their 
total to $5,435,400,000. 

Of this gold and money of other classes only a part is in the 
hands of governments and in times of the remainder war has a ten- 
dency to disappear in a most marvellous manner, individuals hoarding 
it as a safeguard against starvation, loot or confiscation, 

To what extent money may disappear in war time, even in a

normal August the circulation should not have been greater than 
seventy-five million dollars. © The answer, of course, is that the eight 
million people of Canada, in a spirit of mild panic, had secreted in 
their pockets and in the baking powder can under the bed, some forty 
or fifty million dollars that they never would have thought of holding 
out had there been no war. "This being the case in a country not 
directly suffering from the visitation of war, one can but imagine the 
extent to which the hoarding of money would be practised in countries 
where the scene of hostilities is immediately at hand. 

So that, in estimating the amounts available to the various 
governments for uses in war, the actual stocks of gold and other 
currency in the countries can scarcely be accepted as a criterion, even 
were the governments in a position to commandeer the total amounts, 

But presuming that there could be such a thing; that the 
European governments could commandeer all the gold and currency 
in sight; and presuming that the estimate of $50,000,000 a day as 
the cost of the war is somewhere near accurate; it will be seen that 
these warring governments would put through the war mill once in 
the short period of less than four months the total of $5,435,400,- 
100 which is estimated by the United States mint to be somewhere 
near the entire amount of money—gold, silver and paper,—within 
their borders. 

By the flotation of bonds, of course, this money could be gath- 
ered into heaps again and put through the war milla second time, and 
as a matter of fact this is what actually takes place, not only in war, 
but in all businesses. Money, in warfare, is different from gun- 
powder, in the respect that when spent it does not necessarily fly 
back immediately to its original element, but can be made to rotate 
and repeat. 

Rut the prognosticators who estimate the length of the war by 
the actual money available, or even in existence, are put entirely to 
rout when they look into history and come up against the case of 
France, in the midst of a revolution, with its money depreciated to 
one cent on the dollar, putting a million men in the field with a 
Napoleon at the head to conquer almost the known world. 

~ France, of course, at that time was tasting a new freedom which 
had opened to newly-freed men vast areas of land which had hitherto 
seen held feudally by nobility and the church, The spirit of 
freedom which inspired their armies on the march also inspired their 
husbandmen on the new-free soil. 

The fact is that money is not the determining factor in fixing 
the duration of a war. It is not gold with which armies are fed, but 
the food stuffs which it is the gold's mission to buy. Sooner or later 
the gold is due to arrive in the countries where the food stuffs are to 
be had. But the nation which has the stocks of food stuffs or the 
clear right of way to the countries wher such may be had, either for 
gold or for credits, must eventually win,
